If Carnations are wanted for 
winter bloom, the plants when re- 
ceived from greenhouses should be 
set out in the garden in a good rich 
spot and the top cut off above the 
fourth or fifth joint, which will 
cause plant to branch. When’ 
branches attain a length of three or 
four joints they in turn should be 
cut off. In latter part of August 
the plant will have made a bushy 
growth and should be taken up, 
potted in a five or six-inch pot and 


It should be kept then in a tem- 
perature of not. over 60° and given 
a weekly spraying of cold water to 
keep off red spiders. If wanted for 
summer bloom, the plants should 
be allowed to grow at will after the 
first topping.
